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Festive RIDE program wraps up 


The Festive RIDE 
Program, which kicked 
off on Nov. 25, continued 
until Jan. 3, with police 
cracking down on 
motorists who had been 


A total of 8,271 vehicles 
were stopped during 
the campaign, and 340 
roadside screening tests 
were administered. 32 
drivers received three-day 
licence suspensions, for 
registering a WARN; one 
driver was suspended for 
seven days, because it was 
his second WARN reading. 

Six novice drivers were 
suspended for 24 hours 
for having a blood alcohol 
concentration above 0, as 
required by law. 

Twelve drivers were 
charged with Over .080, 

17 drug charges were 
laid under the Controlled 
Drugs and Substances 


Act, and five charges were 
laid for open liquor in 
the vehicle. Another five 
drivers were charged for 
Drive Under Suspension, 
and 31 other Highway 
Traffic Act charges were 
laid. 

One driver was charged 
with the criminal offence 
of Drive Disqualified. 

In one case, drug 
charges were laid, on 
Jan. 2, after a vehicle 
attempted to evade a 
RIDE spot check on 25 
Sideroad, at Line 10 of 
Innisfil. The driver, when 
stopped, was found 
to be in possession of 
marijuana. 

The stats were in part 
an improvement over 
the 2014 numbers. Last 
year’s Festive RIDE 
program administered 206 

but issued 39 WARN- 


range suspensions, and 
charged 13 drivers with 
Impaired/Over .080. 

represented a 7% 
decline in the number of 
impaired-related charges, 
and nearly 18% decrease 
in suspensions, despite an 
increase in the number of 
roadside screening tests 
administered. 

Drug charges were up, 
though, by 46%. 

Traffic Constable Steve 
Black noted, “We’re 
disappointed. We still 
have people drinking 
and driving. People know 
we’re out there, and still 
they gamble and drive 
when they shouldn't.” 

In York Region, police 
reported laying more than 
1,800 criminal charges for 
impaired-related offences 
in 2015, a 6% increase 
over 2014. 


SIU called in 


At about 5 a.m. on Jan. 2, South 
Simcoe Police were called to the 
overpass at County Rd. 88 and Hwy. 
400, for a report of a male in crisis. 

South Simcoe Police, assisted by 
0PP and York Regional Police, located 
the individual and made contact. 
During the interaction, the 35-year-old 
man sustained non-life-threatening 
injuries, and was transported to a local 
hospital. 

The province's Special 
Investigations Unit was called in to 
investigate, as it does whenever there 
is a death, injury or sexual assault 
claim resulting from an interaction 


with a police service. 

A spokesperson with the SIU would 
only confirm that three police services 
were involved, and that investigation 
was ongoing. 

"As for the length of the 
investigation, every investigation 
is different and it is not possible to 
determine a fixed timeline for any 
investigation. Evidence analysis, 
interviews and external reports from 
the coroner or the Centre of Forensic 
Sciences are some of the factors that 
can influence the amount of time 
needed to complete an investigation," 
said spokesperson Jason Gennaro.

Keeping promises 


I t’s refreshing to have a federal 
government that lives up to its 
promises. 

It’s true that the government 
has not met the target of 10,000 
Syrian refugees brought to the 
country by the end of the year, 
but the intention is clear - and 
if circumstances have meant 
delays, whether due to security 
reasons, logistics, or weather, that 
doesn't change the commitment to 
accept a large number of refugees 
displaced by war and terrorism. 

There has been action, in place 
of reluctant promises and foot- 


On Jan. 5, the government of 
Justin Trudeau announced the 
first step in another commitment: 
the launch of an online survey, 
that will set the parameters for a 
National Inquiry on missing and 
murdered Indigenous women and 
girls. 

We’re not sure why the Harper 
government was so adamantly 
opposed to a national inquiry. 

We know that the Conservative 
government stated that enough 
studies had already been carried 
out, and that it was creating an 
Action Plan to address the issue 
of family violence in aboriginal 
populations. 

In fact, the Conservative 
government set aside only $25 
million, between 2010 and 2015, to 


support 41 First Nations shelters 
for abused women and their 
children, and family violence 
prevention projects. In 2014, as 
the demand for a National Inquiry 
into what could be described as 
a national disgrace was gaining 
support from provincial leaders, 
women’s groups and First Nations, 
the Conservatives announced an 
increase in funding to nearly $200 
million for the period from 2015 to 
2017. 

The National Inquiry into 
Missing and Murdered Indigenous 
Women and Girls will be seeking 
input from survivors, family 
members, loved ones and front line 
service providers. The pre-inquiry 
online survey is asking for input, 
into who will most appropriately 
conduct the inquiry, its time frame, 
and the issues that should be 
considered. 

And that's significant. It’s 
not really possible to look at 
issues of domestic violence 
and violence against women, 
without also looking at poverty, 
living conditions, educational 
opportunities, connections to the 
overall population, the legacy of 
the residential schools, and any 
potential or perceived bias in law 
enforcement. 

Because while Indigenous 
women make up only 4% of the 
female population in Canada, they 
make up 16% of all murder victims.

On Dec. 28 around 1:30 p.m., South 
Simcoe Police received numerous 
reports from citizens of a possible 
impaired driver, travelling on Yonge 
St. in BWG. Officers caught up to the 
vehicle in the vicinity of Hwy. 400 and 
89 in Innisfil, and arrested the male 
driver. The man, a 33 year old Barrie 
resident, was taken to the police station 
for breath tests, which registered 
a Blood Alcohol Concentration of 4 
times the legal limit. He was charged 
with Impaired Driving/Over .080, 
received a 90 day automatic driver’s 
licence suspension, and had his vehicle 
impounded for 7 days. Police thank the 
public for their calls in apprehending 
this impaired driver. 

Domestic Assault 

Innisfil - On Dec. 30, just before 
11:30 a.m. South Simcoe Police were 
called to a home in Alcona, for a report 
of an assault. A woman told police that 
her husband had poured hot chocolate 
on her and slammed her head into a 
wall, then fled before officers arrived. 
The suspect was located in his vehicle 
in the Bradford area, and arrested. The 
woman was transported to hospital 
where she was treated for minor 
injuries and released. The 24 year 
old Innisfil man was charged with 3 
counts of assault and one of Mischief, 
and released on conditions to stay 
away from the victim and reside at 
a different address. Court date in 
January. 

Theft of Hoverboard 

Bradford - On Dec. 26 at 9:37 
p.m., 3 Youths were out for a walk 
with a “smart board" hoverboard, 
in the area of Holland St. West and 
West Park Drive, near Tim Hortons, 
when they were approached by a 
black Mercedes. The rear passenger 
door opened, and a suspect got out, 
approaching the youth who was on 
the hoverboard. The suspect asked to 
see the board and offered to buy it. 
The victim told the man the board was 
not for sale. A second male stepped 
out of the Mercedes and there was a 
physical altercation with the victim, at 
which time the board was stolen. The 
vehicle fled the area westbound on 
Holland St. Suspect #1 is described 
as male, black, 18-19 years of age, 
approx. 5'10” tall, thin build, short 
black hair with "little knots” wearing 
a black leather jacket and black jeans. 
Suspect #2 (driver) is described as 
male, black, 18-19 years, approx. 5' 

10", thin build, buzz cut, black jacket 
and black pants. Also in the vehicle 
were a black male with a shaved 
head, sitting in the back seat, and a 
black woman in the front passenger 
seat. The vehicle is a black 4-door 
Mercedes with black rims and tinted 
windows, last two digits of the licence 
plate are “50"; letters include “S” and 
“H”. Anyone with information, or observed 
the incident is asked to contact South 
Simcoe Police or Crime -Stoppers.
